TFORNER ESTIMATE 
YEAR'S GROP WAS 
NONE TOO LARGE 


Estimate of 500,000 Bushels will 
Likely be Exceeded by: - 
Big Amount. 


MUCH GRAIN STILL BEING HELD. 


Shipments Out of Here to Date 
Total Four Hundred and 
Fifty Thousand. 


With practically all the in- 
formation to hand that would 
go to show the extent of the 
year's harvest in this district, it 
is now shown that the STar’s 
estimate of 500, 000 bushels 
which was made during Sept- 
ember was almost as nearly 
correct as it could be. There is 
sufficient evidence to prove that 
this estimate will fall consider- 
able short of the number of 
bushels which have already 
been shipped, or are now stored 
in the farmers’ graneries, If 
this proves the’ case, which at 
this time would be no surprise, 
the wildest hopes of the most 
optimistic resident of this dis- 
trict during cutting season will 
be surpassed. 

Figures, compiled. by the 
manager of the local elevator, 
go to show that about two hun- 
dred thousand bushels of grain 
have come into the elevator 
this fall. A little less than this 
number of bushels have been 
shipped in car lots by the farm- 
ers themselves. Upwards of 
one hundred thousand bushels 
havecome into the flour mill 
for gristing. It will then be 
seen that, apart trom what has 
not been shipped, the number 
of bushels already sold by the 
farmers totals about 450,000. 
Numerous farmers are holding 
out for better pricey, and a safe 
estimate of the number ot 
bushels being held would be 
in the vicinity of 200,000. 

Last year’s harvest amounted 
to four times that of the 
previous year and 1911 showed 
that not more than five cars 
of grain were shipped by in- 
dividual farmers. The increase 
in the 1913 crop over that of 
last year will likely be at least 
five hundred per cent.

appearance is also all wrong. The | 
whole difficulfy with getting a faith- 
ful copy of the features of Colombus 
lies in the fact of the absence of any 
life-drawn picture. - 


The portions which are so numer-, 
ous ‘to-day. can nearly all be traced | 


back to an engraving cailed the Pau- 
lus Jovius cut, made from a paint- | 
ing that has ‘been lost And another 
factor of inaccuracy, the lost painting | 
was not an original work, but was! 
executed upon what the lawyers term 
“hearsay evidence.” It was painted | 
early in the 16th century by th2 di- 
rection of a Spanish nobleman, who 
at that time was collecting a gallery | 
portraying famous Spaniards, 

There were men living then who | 
had known the great sailor, and it is 
presumed thaf the lost portrait was 
built upon information they gave. In| 
the Paulus Jovius engraving Colum- 
bus is drawn without a beard and, 
therefore, present day artists nearly 
always represent him as clean shav- 
en. The eut shows him as a man 
over 50 years of age, wearing the 
peculiar Spanish tabard, the dress 
still used by the sailors of Vigo. 


In reality the acceptgd likeness of. 


the admiral is after the manner of 
being an idealistic conception. We 
are all familiar with the strong, 
clean-shaven face from which deep, 
expressive eyes look out under a 
broad brow. 
the nose to the corners of the mouth 


are also characteristic of the popular-:, 


portraits. But this is no picture of 

the man who discovered \mericz. 
Columbus had red hair. Also, as 

was the almost universal custom of 


the sailors at that period, he wore a. 


beard,“.On this point is the evidence 
of Las Casas, his shipmate and his- 
torian. He states that ‘‘The admiral 


was a man of sturdy stature, rather |

The women of Abyssinia are in- 
dustriotis} rising, early and complet- 
ing most of the housework before 
the appearance of their husbands; 
théy do a certain amount of work 
in the fields as well, They occupy 


ae 


enjoyments. Their condition does 
not, however, deprive them of the} 
pleasures of Vanity.’ To enbance 
their: natural chartis they dye their 
finger and toe. nails red, and. show 
their teeth to greater advantage by 
painting their gums black. The eye- 
brows are, sharply defined by art and 
the breast neck and back are not un- 
frequently embellished by elaborate 
tattod designs, Yet their appeal is 
primarily made to the sense of smell 
and not to that of sight. Scents are 
highly valued and lavishly used, so 
that to a European“the effect pro- 
duced is exactly, opposite to that de- 


sired. Over a richly-embroidered 
silk shirt, an Abyssinian woman 
often wears elaborate: jewelry of 


‘beautiful design and workmanship. 
She wears elaborately finished ecar- 
rings and is fond of adorning her 
wrists and ankles with» glittering 
bracelets and bangies.: Girls are 
‘married at the age of 14 and 15, 
being sold by their parents, who re- 
ceive money or cattle In return, ‘he 
marriage ceremony provides one of | 
many welcome opportunities for 
feasting and drinking; and any 
quarrels. arising from these carousals 
are invariably settled outside the 
courts of. justice. In Abyssinia, like | 
an ancient Judea, custom decrees 
that a man shall marry his brother’s 
‘widow. 

Abyssinia presents many points of 
interest to the students of ethnology. 
An ancient kingdom of established 
repute in the days of Homer; the, 
home of Prester John, whose -legend- 
ary personality stamped itself so 
deeply on the mediaeval imagina- 
‘tion; cradle of Christianity in the 
heart of Africa from the fourth cen- 
tury onward, Abyssinia now presents 
the somewhat melancholy spectacle | 
of a dying culture, while her one- 
time glories have vanished into 
something less substantial than the 
mirage of the desert. 

The present population is mixed. 
Egyptian, Greeks, Jew, Portuguese, 


and in the chaos of their conflicting 
interests and beliefs the old culture 
dies fast. In the state religion, 
Christianity, and in Abyssinian Ma- 
hommiedanism there are many traces 
of pagan superstitions and practices 
to which some of the inhabitants are . 
wholly given up. All of them believe 
in evil spirits of various forms and 
shapes, endowed with different pow- 
ers of malignity. Some haunt dark 
corners by the wayside, others lurk 
in cemeteries; some possess their 
victims with madness, others inflict | 
diseases upon them; one, particular- 
ly baneful, known as Lilith, seeks to 
destroy children in infancy. 

‘The state of manners and morals 
in Abyssinia is as low as might be 
looked for in a country so long aj} 
prey to anarchy and violence. ‘The; 
men, however, are almost fanatical- 
ly brave, although they receive no 
muHitary training. In 1896, they an- , 
nihilated an Italian army of invasion 
20,000 strong, capturing all their 
heavy guns and other war material.
